Alfred Paraf Robs the Mesidence of His 
Millionaire © Grandfather — Astounding 
Exploits of the Young Criminal’s Father 
~New Tork Dealers Advance the Price

Nzw Yorx, March 11,—[Special. }—Alfred 
Paraf was arraigned in the Tombs Police 
Court today for robbing the residence of his 
grandfather, Mr. C. Bainbridge Smith, of 
about $8,000 worth of jewelry.

Like father, like son.” Who shall say 
that the old adage is trite and outworn in 
these latter days? The father of this Alfred 
Paraf—this 16-year-old monstrosity of crim- 
inal inclination—was another Alfred Paraf, 
whose criminal propensity was as largely 
marked as the boy’s and whose career as an 
adventurer and swindler stands out as one of 
the most audacious and brilliant, as such 
things may be brilliant, ever known to 
America. 

Many a New-Yorker, many a Parisian, and 
hundreds of persons on our own Pacific coast, 
and still other hundreds in South America, 
will remember the “King of Swindlers,” this 
boy prodigy’s father, who, ten or a dozen 
years ago, dazzled and defrauded one com- 
munity after another. Alfred Paraf, the 
elder, appeared first in New York in June, 
1867. The Chevalier Alfred Paraf he called 
himself, sometimes varying the spelling of 
his name by the more Frenchified style of 
Alfred d' Paraffe. : 

The Elder Paraf’s Career. 

. The Chevalier Paraf was a native of Alsace, 
handsome, polished, well-educated, and fas- 
cinating in speech. While traveling in Scot- 
land in 1865 he suddenly found himself pen- 
niless. Cails upon his father, who had been a 
wealthy Parisian, met with no response, and 
the young man, soon learned that the elder 
Paraf had been swept under in a financial 
panic. In these straits the young man 
went to Glasgow and established him- 
self in elegant quarters. There he put 
to use a knowledge of chemistry by sell- 
ing to a wealthy firm of cloth manufacturers 
the alleged secret for a new and cheap dye, and 
he received £4,000 from the firm. The £4,000 
was soon dissipated and young Paraf, know- 
ing that detection of the fraud by which he 
had produced the dye must soon follow, dis- 

. aud returned to Paris, where he sold 


4 to his uncle of Paraf, Javal & Co., Rue de 


Satier, the same bogus dye secret for 50,000 
francs. 


Takmg the money he came to New Yorx 
and for a time rivaled the lavishness of 
“ Coal Oil Johnny Steele. One of his habits 
was to force loans of $1,000 to $2,000 upon his 
friends about town, refusing to accept even 
an I. O. U.“ He had rooms at the Everett 
House for which he paid $125 a week. One of 
his freaks foratime was to keep a cab in 
waiting at the hotel door, night and day, ata 
cost of an hour, in case he should wish to 
ride in a hurry. Baths with $20 
to . $380 worth of perfumery in them 
were another of his fads. Dinners at Del- 
monico’s, theater parties, and similar enter- 
tainments, all in sumptuous style, were daily 
and nightly events in his life. This pace soon 
exhausted his funds, of course, and then Paraf 
turned u trick” to replenish his purse. It 
was his first criminal venture in America and 


was another operation in dyes. He sent up 


to New England and sold to manufacturers 
there an “aniline black dye for $60,000. 


Introduced Oleomargarine. 
He returned to New York and began to live 
as extravagantly as before. Meantime he 
had been introduced to Prof Chandler of 
Columbia College and had gdined access to 
the college laboratory, where he conducted 
experiments on a process which he claimed 
to have discovered for making butter out 
animal fat without using milk. 
is was really the introduction of 
Oleomargarine ip America, the process, which 
had been discovered by a Frenchman sev- 
‘ral years before and which Paraf had, of 
course, stolen, not having become known 
here. Prof. Chandler, Prof. Doremus, and 
others were charmed with the results of Par- 
af’s experiments, and a stock company 
with James McKenzie as the principal organ- 
izer was formed with a capital of $500,000. 
While these operations were under way, 
however, Paraf had again run out of money, 
and to carry on his magnificent style 6f living 
had gone down to Rhode Island, and, induc- 
ing Gov. Sprague, then the largest calico man- 
ufacturer in the country, to visit a “ labora- 
tory which Paraf had fitted up in Providence, 
showed him a wonderful madder dye, which 
the daring adventurer claimed to have invent- 
ed. Gov. Sprague saw a fortune in the new 
dye and paid $26,000 for the “exclusive” 
right to the secret. Of course, as had been 
the case with all Paraf’s other marvelous dye 
discoveries, it subsequently came out that the 
dyes were patented in this country and Eu- 
rope by foreigners, and Paraf had simply sold 
rights that he did not own. Paraf's high liv- 
ing was continued on a still grander scale. 
Skips for the Coast. 


But the “ madder dye” bubbie burst at last, 
and then the oleom e swindle came to 
light, and the American company which had 
been getting rich rapidly making the stuff 
from beef fat at a cost of 3 cents a pound and 
selling it for 15 was only able to avoid ruin by 
sending Prof. Doremus to Paris to purchase

for $10,000. New York became too warm for 
the Chevalier Paraf about this time, and he 
jumped to the Pacific coast, taking with him 
the charming American wife that he had 
won in Miss Leila Smith, daughter of C. 
Bainbridge Smith, the well-known and 
wealthy lawyer. The marriage of beau- 
tiful Mies Smith to the heartless but fas- 
cinating swindler was the most pathetic 
incident connected with his scoundrelly 
career. She was ‘fifteen years his junior and 
had implicit faith in him. She went with him 
to San Francisco and afterwards traveled over 
South America before. she would believe that 
he was not an honest. man.

The ‘Local Political Situation Sadly Con- 
fused—Proposition for the.

A quarrel arose between two of the dancers 
over a young woman present. Suddenly a 
shot was fired and a panic 
women, and children rushed for the passage 
to the open air, the door of which became 
clogged with a mass of humanity whose only 
object was to escape from the shower of mur- 
derous bullets being fired in the hall. The 
first man to fall was Sherman Lucas, a miner. 
As Aoons as Lucas fell his friends rallied to 
his rescue and a perfect fusillade was the re- 
sult.

Several others were slightly 
wounded, not sufficiently, however, to call in 
medical assistance, The wounded men are 
Sherman Lucas, Charles Bunting, Samuel 
Bunting, Andy Howell, Jeff Waugh, and 
David Waugh. The Buntings and Waughs 
are not expected to survive. No one has been 
arrested for the shooting. and it will be a hard 
matter to fix the guilt where it belongs. No 
women or children were injured.

THE SENATORIAL DEADLOCK ENDED— 
LE ELECTED. 

John M. Palmer has been elected Senator 

after two months of voting, and those matters 


which the people sent their representatives to 


Springfield specially to attend to may at last 
receive the consideration which has been de- 
nied them so long. . 

A Senator might have been chosen a mon 
ago and the work of the session have begun 
that much earlier had two of the F. M. B. A. 
men, Messrs. Moore and Cockrell, so chosen. 
They made up their minds that long ago to 
vote for Palmer and have delayed doing so 
only because one of them, Moore, had fond 
and foolish hopes of getting the Senatorship 
himself. Palmer knew it, and that explains 
his confidence of ultimate électinon. These 
two men reached this conclusion the minute 
that Streeter detined his position in such a 
way as to make it possible for Republicans to 
support him, not as an ideal candidate, but as 
a choice of evils, as a man whose political 


views were nearer theirs than those of Gen. 2 
| ing necessarily slow apart from delays at 


Palmer. 

When Mr. Streeter said that if elected Sen- 
ator he would vote for moderate protection, 
and when it became apparent that he was a 
National Union man and not a Calhounite 
and a State Sovereigntyite, Messrs. Moore and 
Cockrell decided to abandon him and to cast 
their votes for Palmer, who was a radical free- 
trader, and who, though a Union man from 
1854 to 1872, had returned with renewed zeal 
and devotion to the Calhounite-Jeff Davis 
State Sovereignty doctrines of his youth. In 
short, what these two Representatives wanted 
was not a Farmers’ Allianco man for Senator 
but a Democrat, 

That became clear early in the session when 
the Republicans submitted to these two men 
a list of twenty-five persons either connected 
with the Alliance—one of them was its Presi- 


dent—or in sympathy with its objects, and 


they refused to vote for any one of them, the 
real reason being because there was not one 
of them who was a Calhounite or a free- 
trader. For a week the Republicans cast 
their solid vote for Lindley, the President of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, and they did so yester- 
day, but these two bogus Alliance men would 
not touch him. 

The truth is that they are not F. M. B. A. 
men, but Democratic decoy ducks, who went 
into the Alliance for the purpose of decoying 
Republican votes for Democratic Bourbon 
candidates. One of them—Moore—was so far 
successful that he succeeded in getting him- 
self elected to the Legislature from a Repub- 
lican district by the votes of Repubhcan mem- 
bers of the Alliance, who had no idea that in 
helping him to office they were being tricked 
into the support of the Calhounite Palmer, 
who had deserted from the Republican party 
after it had bestowed on him all his civil and 
military honors, 

Messrs. Moore and Cockrell kept on voting 
for Streeter long after they had decided to 
drop him the moment they saw he might get 
the solid Republican vote. They did that in 
the hope that Moore might be elected and in 
the belief that all the Republicans would not 
unite on Streeter. When they saw that the 
latter were about to do so, then they did what 
they would have done a month agoin the same 
contingency and voted for Palmer. They had 
learned that it was the intention of the Repub- 
licans to test their sincerity Tuesday by giv- 
ing Streeter their solid 100 votes. That meant 
his eiection unless the F. M. B. A. mentreach- 
erously deserted him. The latter saw that the 


time had come when it would be necessary for 


them to make their predetermined flop. So 
Tuesday morning they did not vote, and m 
the evening they had their interview with 
Palmer, which was to justify them in the eyes 
of their Alliance constituents for voting for be- 
traying their faction. 

It was all a prearranged farce. It would 
have been played three or four weeks ago in 
the same words if the Republicans had agreed 
to vote solid for Streeter. The actors—Palm- 
er, Moore, and Cockrell~—had learned their 
parts long ago, and were ready to perform at 
amement’s notice. The Republican mem- 
bers on the final ballot cast their votes for 
the President of the Farmers’ Alliance, Col. 
Lindley, and the Alliance members, deserting 
their party and refusing to vote for its recog-

TORY IDEAS OF RECIPROCITY. 

Advices from Canada from Tory sources set 
forth that Canadian manufacturers have been 
notified they must prepare for free trade, as the 
Government cannot maintain the protective 
tariff any longer, and that the manufacturers 
threaten to defeat the Government if it 
abandons protection. These advices, how- 
ever, do not jibe with the Government’s 
policy as regards reciprocity nor with the 
statements of Sir John Macdonald, or his 
lieutenant, Sir Charles Tupper, who, pending 
the campaign, declared that reciprocity as the 
Government considered it meant reciprocity 
in natural products only. 

The only thing that appears to be certain is 
that the Tories propose to send a reciprocity 
commission to Washington and all that can be 
done on this side of the line is to wait and see 
what it has to offer, If it is based on the line 
of the old 1854 treaty it will be time thrown 
away. If it is the old jug-handled proposition 
of reciprocity in natural products only the 
commission will have its trouble for its pains 
and return to Canada with a polite but em- 
phatic refusal. This country is not going to 
let Canadian natural products in duty free to 
a market twelve times bigger than theirs and 
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themselves the trouble of sending a commis- 


begin at Grand Haven and follow the winding 
channel of Grand River to Muir, where it 
would connect with the crooked Shiawassee 
River and thence to Saginaw Bay. Engineers 
say the plan is feasible, but admit that it 
is costly, and common sense says the design 
is a foolish one. Supposing it true that the 
greatest elevation above lake level is but forty 
feet, which in point of fact is not true, the 
maintenance of sufficient water on 
the summit of the proposed canal might 
be more expensive than the original 
construction. Where is the water for 
feeding the highest level? The required sup- 
ply could only be obtained by a big storage 
basin, which would be available ‘only one- 
third of the time, as the canal would be frozen 
up at least four months and dry another four 
months in the course of each year. Sucha 
line could not be made to pay in competition 
with the open waterway around ‘the peninsula 
through the Straits of Mackinaw, and espe- 
cially as it would not avoid the navigat-on of 
the St. Clair Flats, as would be the case with a 
canal from the southern end of Lake Michi- 
gan to Lake Erie, There would not even be a 
saving in point of time, canal navigacion be- 


the locks. Hence the canal would not 
pay on through traffic, and it @& a 
question if it would be patronized at 
all unless at least eighteen feet deep, which 
would make it cost enormously, perhaps 100 
millions, and the tendency of modern com- 
merce is to build still larger lake vessels, be- 
cause they can carry freight more cheaply 
than smaller ones. Then there is no local 
trade to justify it—none of the stone which has 
formed an important part of the business on 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, and no coal 
or iron- ore, and very little lumber left; and 
the railroads would take good care the canal 
did not do much on through or way traffic. 
Hence the chief value of the scheme is its ap- 
pearance on paper and the “glowing picture 
of the advantage of the canal to the vessel in- 
terests’’ which was drawn verbally by the 
gentleman who presented the plan to a joint 
legislative committee of ‘the State. If the 
State of Michigan chooses to undertake the 
work and foot the bill, as New York did for 
the Erie Canal, the people of other States 
would have no right to object, except to point 
out in a friendly way that it would be a fool- 
ish waste of capital. But they would be justi- 
fied in opposing the construction of such an 
absurdly-located canal to be paid for out of 
the National Treasury, and if the citizens of 
Michigan are wise they, too, will drop it as a 
great and foolish expenditure. As a water- 
way it can at no time pay half the current 
cost of maintenance, saying nothing of inter- 
est on the cost of construct, on. 


“THE LIMIT OF MY POLITICAL ACTIVITY 
IS REACHED.” 

Thus said Gen. Palmer to Mr. Cockrell, who 
betrayed the Farmers’ Alliance party. That 
part at least of the interview is true. Gen. 
Palmer at least has reached the height of his 
ambition. He has gained by Democratic 
votes an office which he had been seeking years 
before ho deserted the Republican party. He 
has become Senator too late, however, to be 
potent for good or evil. Had he reached that 
position when in his prime he might have been 
one of the ruling spirits of the Bourbon party 
in the Senate. Entering it as he does late in 
his seventies he goes there but as the shadow 
of a name. He will be over 80 before his 
term ends. It is given to few men who have 
reached that period in life to take an active 
and influential part in public politics. Mr. 
Gladstone on one side of the ocean and John 
Quincy Adams on the other are exceptional 
instances of octogenarians who did not “lag 
superfluous on the stage.“ There is nothing 
to show that Palmer is in the same small class 
with them, ’ 

He can do the Republican party and the Na- 
tion no harm in those declining years of life 
which he will sleep or nod away in a com/‘ort- 
able arm-chair in the Senate. He did both of 
them all the harm he could when he rode off 
the battle-field at Atlanta and fell back to the 
rear with the sound of the enemy’s cannon in 
his ears. He cannot establish free trade and 
abolish protection, with an income tax as a 
means of raising revenue, because the major- 
ity of the Senate will be against him. He may 
make a speech now and then, full of Calhoun- 
ism and State rights, but they will be as harm- 
less as the mumblings of the toothless old 
giant pagan in the Pilgrim’s Progress. 

He will be little more than a curiosity—a 


legend. He will be pointed out to visitors as 


the first Democratic Senator from [Illinois 
since the Union Democrat Douglas died in 


| 1861, thirty years ago. Those who do not re- 


member Douglas will view Palmer with lan- 
guid interest, but those who have not forgot- 
ten the great rival of Lincoln will conclude 
that the Democracy of Illinois must have run 
down at the heels sadly when it could find no 
better successor for the Little Giant, the 
brilliant debater, the subtle-witted and re- 
sourceful statesman, than an aged septua- 
genarian whose voice will only be heard on 
the call of the yeas and nays.

THE BERING SEA ARBITRATION. 


In his letter of Dec. 17, 1890, to Sir Juhan 


Pauncefote, replying to Lord Salisbury’s let- 
ter of Aug. 2, Secretary Blaine closes with the 
remark: It will mean something tangible, 
“in the President's opinion, if Great Britain 
will consent to arbitrate the real questions 
which have been under discussion between 
the two Governments for the last four years. 
Thereupon Mr. Blame states the issues, six in 
number. Salisbury’s reply, under date 
of Feb. 11, 1891, has been received, and it is 
of a nature which makes it quite certain the 
Bering Sea question will be submitted to arbi- 
tration. 

As to the first and second of these issues— 
namely: What jurisdiction over the sea and 
the seal fisheries Russia had up to the time of 
the cession of Alaska and how far this juris- 
diction was recognized by Great Britain, the 
English Government offers no objection. As 
to the third question, whether Bering Sea was 
included in the phrase Pacific Ocean.“ as 
used in the treaty of 1825 between Great Brit- 
aia and Russia and the rights conceded to the 
former under it, it makes no serious objection 
to the first part of the question, but does 
take exception to the second part—namely: 
The rights conceded. The fourth question, as 
to the rights obtained by the United States 
from Russia under the treaty of 1867 is ac- 
cepted without dispute. As to the fifth ques- 
tion the English Government concedes that the 
first part of it—namely: “What are now the 
rights of the United States as to the fur seal 
fisheries in the waters of the Bering Sea out- 
side of the ordinary territorial limits, is proper 
matter for arbitration, but it is not ready to 
concede that these rights have grown out of 
the ownership of the breeding islands and the 
habits of the seals in resorting thereto. As to 
the sixth and last question, relating to the es- 
tablishment of @ closed period in seal fishing, 
the Exfglish Government is of opinion it 
should be made a matter of separate reference.” 

These are the reservations made to the six 
questions in form, and, as will be observed, they 
are mainly technical. To these Lord Salis- 
bury adds a seventh issue for the arbitrator to 
consider in case he decides that the seizures of 
vessels have been made without warrant in in- 
ternational law—namely: What damages are 
due to the injured persons. In case the United 
States accepts the arbitration it would 
naturally follow, if the English claims were 
pronounced valid, that the question of indem- 
nity would be considered. This, however, is 
a matter of little moment. The actual dam- 
age is confined to a given number of seal 
skins and traps taken away from the poachers. 
As to any constructive damages growing out 
of interruption..to the piratical business 
through fear of capture, it would be easily 
enough shown that the poachers were not de- 
terred, but were therein increased numbers 
after the seizures were made. 

Meanwhile, if arbitration is agreed upon 
and everything goes smoothly, cui bono? Of 
what use is it locking the stable door after the 
horse is gone? Secretary Blaine has over- 
whelming evidence in his possession, gathered 
by experts, to show that the seals have been 
destroyed so rapidly by these inhuman poach- 
ers, who slaughter female seals in the breed- 
ing season, that seal life on these islands must 
soon become extinct. This is the all-impor- 
tant question to be considered, and if the 
British Government does not find some way 
to consider it,. or both Governments fail to 
devise some plan to stop the work of exter- 
mination, there wilisoon be no seals in Bering 
Sea and the Bering Sea question will disap- 
pear with them. 


Ex-Concressmaw Tuappzvus C. Pound of 
Wisconsin does not like reciprocity and says 
so. He is especially opposed to reciprocal 
trade relations with Canada, and says the 
people of his State will fight it to the bitter 
end. He holds that they cannot afford to 
meet Canadian competition in lumber and 
farm produce and at the same time pay heavy 
Government taxes, Evidently the gentleman 
does not understand the situation or has 
some reason for ignoring the facts in the case. 
He ought to be aware that the Wisconsin 
lumbermen have already this free and unre- 
stricted competition which he so much 
dreads, Canadian logs bemg admitted free 
of duty, and it is only the mill prod- 
ucts which are taxed if they come 
across the border. Farthermore, the lumber 
product of Wisconsin is gradually giving out, 
and the time is not far distant when the sup- 
ply in that State will be so light as to make 
the objection a puerile one if it be not so now. 
As the lumber interest fades others will rise 
up to take its place. The people of Wisconsin 
will then turn their attention to mannfactures 
of wood and other material, and then the peo- 
ple of that State will find Canadian reciprocity 
opening up to them absorbing markets across 
the border, and especially in the areas in Man- 
itoba and further west. As for the farmers 
they have little evil to apprehend from the 
proposed change, and probably few of them 
take the same gloomy view of the 
subject ‘ as is stated by their 
spokesman, Mr. Pound. They raise lit- 
tle produce that would be affected by unre- 
stricted competition with their Canadian 
neighbors, and a few years hence they will 
grow scarcely anything for export out of the 
State, the entire production being needed by 
a largely increased number of consumers at 
home. Hence the honorable Thaddeus does 
not know what he is talking about when he 
assumes to speak for the lumbermen and 
farmers of his own State against reciprocity 
with Canada. Probably the great majority of 
them if consulted on, the subject would dis- 
claim the opinions he ascribes to them and

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TRAGEDY AT KANSAS CITY. 


Mystery Surrounding the Killing ofa Mill- 
fonaire Stockman.

Thirty- 
six thousand gallons of water poured into 
each of the scows a..d they were sunk to within 


two feet of the water line, then floated under 


the opposite ends of the bridge. Two Blake 
pumps with u six-inch stream capacity were 
set working and as the water was taken from 
the scows they gradually rose higher and 
higher until the bridge rested on the rough 
superstructurés covering them. Thetranspor- 
tation to Washington street was made with 
ease and safety. 

The bridge is 28x156 over all and weighs 180 
tons. The pier at Washington street was con- 
structed a year ago by the city as part of the 
contract with the West Side Street railway 
company on the completion of the West Side 
tannel. The cost of the pier and buttresses 
was $47,000. 

The bridge will not be placed on the piers 
for several days, as the machinery for the 
turntable must first be set up and some small
